Gen. M. P. E. Sarrail has been iden- 
tified with the allied operation.s baaed 
on Saloniki since October, 1915, when 
he was sent to command the French 
expeditionary force engaged in an at- 
tempt to succor the Serbians during 
the Teutonic-Bulgarian drive that re- 
sulted in the overrunning of Serbian 
territory. 
When Saloniki was turned 
into an allied base and active opera- 
tions on the Macedonian front were 
begun by the entente forces the next 
year Gen. Sarrail directed the united 
operations of the allies and has since 
remained in command on this front.

CANNOT OVERDO IT. 


The Bed Cross membership drive in this city 
is going well—admirably. It has ceased to be 
a question of enough enlistments to fill the 
quota fixed for Fort Wajoie and has become 
a question of how much the quota Avill be 
pxceeded. 


There cannot be too many loyal, diligent 
members of the Eed Cross here or elsewhere 
in the country. There is room for all who 
may come, work for all Avho vsdll labor in its 
cause. The big Christmas drive now proceed- 
ing has for its goal the acquisition of a mem- 
bership of fifteen millions in the country. 
That looks to the enlistment of only one in 
every seven of the population in this patriotic 
and humane cause. There ought to be a batter 
shovring than that for America and of course 
there will be; but no better season for increase 
of the membership can be found than the sea- 
son in the midst of which this drive is going 
forward and it will be achieving something 
less than the possibilities of the time if the 
Ked Cross membership shall not be increased 
greatly be., end the figures set for a goal in 
this nation-wide movement. 


Fort Wayne has acquitted herself with dis- 
tinguished honor in all the movements and 
activities having to do with the war and was 
not to be expected to do less in this movement 
to strengthen the Red Cross for its work in 
the nation's stress. Late advices show that 
the movement is making a fine sweep through- 
out Indiana. Some cities and towns already 
have exceeded their quotas. Fort Wayne has 
challenged her two friendly rivals—South 
Bend and Evansville—to a contest for the 
honor of being first of the three to reach the 
goal.

the port where they are 
stationed. 
Warm-heartedly 
they

planning a show for the benefit of a 
fund for the French wounded. 


Telling of their work and play and 
thoughts, Howard Kahn, in an article 
sent to the national war work council 
of the Y. M. C. A., speaks of them 
as the "War's Minstrel Show." 
In 
spite of their strange 
surroundings, 
he says, they carry on their work as 
usual. 
They shuffle the same dances, 
and sing the same plantation melo- 
dies as at home. 


They have no use for the Senegalese 
—"French niggers" they call them— 
because they wear monkey caps, have 
rings in their ears and "don't talk 
sense." 
The native wit and constant 
good humor of these stevedores have 
made them a joy and delight to the 
officers and men who come In contact 
with them. 
Moreover, they are living 
up to the best tradition of the Amer- 
ican negro. 


Writing from a port in France. Mr. 
Kahn says: 


"It's against the rules to mention 
names when you write about enlisted 
men of the American 
expeditionary 
forces, but even the hardest-hearted 
censor will admit that 
no military 
secret is divulged In this 
interview 
with Mr. Sylvester Bogus Johnson, of 
Nashville, Tenn., a member of a regi- 
ment of negro stevedores. 


"Mr. Johnson was standing on the 
dock looking over an expanse of salt 
water such as he had never seen at 
Nashville.

"The negroes already are planning 
a show for the benefit of a fund for 
French wounded. 
It will be staged as 
soon as the hut is completed. 
Amer- 
ican officers and men at this port are 
speaking for tickets, for it is known 
that there is much real darky talent 
in the stevedore regiment." 


These 17,000 millionaires paid taxes

There are only about twenty mil- 
lion families in the United States. s-> 
these 17,000 received as much income 
as one-eighth of all the American pei>- 
ple. 


HELP THE DOCTOR. 


(Terre Haute, Ind., Tribune.) 


"Sixty per cent, of those called to 
the new United States army have been 
rejected by the army doctors for phy- 
sical unfitness." says the National As- 
sociation of Tuberculosis, in designat- 
ing national medical examination day. 
"Of 1,700 men. women and children 
recently given a general examination 
in Framingham, Mass.. 82 per cent, 
were found to be suffering from vari- 
ous disease conditions. 
Most of these 
defects were those which earl}- dis- 
covery and treatment would prevent 
from becoming a serious trouble or 
cause of eafly death." 


These facts are urged by the na- 
tional association as reasons for plac- 
ing greater em^ihasis than ever on 
medical examination day. 
The na- 
tional 
association, 
in 
co-operation 
with other organizations, is advocat- 
ing an anftiual medical examination for 
every person, sick or well, and that 
date has been set aside as one of tho 
feature days 
of 
tuberculosis week, 
Dec. 2 to 9. 


The compulsory e.xamination of 10,- 
000,000 of our citizens for army ser- 
vice has given a new impetus to the 
annual medical examination idea, and 
particularly to 
the 
anti-tuberclosis 
phase 
of the movement. 
For tuber- 
culo.sis alone from one to six per cent, 
of these men are being rejected, which 
means a sharp revision upwards of 
previous 
expert estimates of the pre- 
valence of the disea-se. 
On this basis 
at least 200,000 of these men will be 
found to be tuberculosis. 


Most of these cases would 
never 
have developed had the preliminary 
symptoms been discovered and treat- 
ed In time. 
These results, it is pointed 
out, clearly Indicate the wisdom of ex- 
tending the periodic examination to all 
citizens.

The number of millionaires in the 
United States has more than doubl<3d 
since the beginning of the European 
war, according to official figures Just 
made public by the commissioner of 
internal revenue. 


In 1914 there were just 7,509 per- 
sons in the United States with incomes 
of $50,000, but in 1916 there were 17,- 
085, or, in round figures, two and a 
third times as many. 


That it is highly conservative to rank 
people with $60,000 Incomes as mil- 
lionaires Is universally admitted. 


Let's look at the matter in another 
way. 
At the beginning of the war 
there was Just one millionaire for ev- 
ery 13,000 ordinary American "folk;" 
now there is a millionaire fo revery 6,- 
900 of the common people. 


If these millionaires were evenly 
distributed throughout 
the 
country, 
there would be one In every town of 
6,000 people; but they aren't. 
Inatoad, 
statistics show ,that about a third of 
them are in New York city and at lenst 
another tUrd in the other great iitias, 
chiefly in the east. 


Many of the millionaires migrated 
to the cities after they had made tho\r 
piles in 
industrial 
towns or mining 
camps. 


The largest increase was in the num- 
ber of "big rich." people with incomes 
of half a million 
dollars 
or mure, 
worth at a conservative estimate from 
ten million dollars up. While the num- 
ber of brdlnanr mllUonalr«« doubled, 
in* number of tli«M jattlU^inlUloa^i;«« 


These, be it remembered, are min- 
imum figures; they represent only tlie 
number who reported their incomes 
to the revenue collector. 
If we knew 
the truth, the number would probably 
be twice as big. 


These figures show just where t le 
bulk of the increase in cost of living 
has been going. 
It Is true, of couise, 
that a part of the increase in the m 
llonalres' Incomes came from Europe, 
through the munition trade; but the 
greater part of the Increase pame from 
the pockets of the American pe-ipie, 
through the price increases of the last 
three years. 


The plain fact 
Is: 
wealth In the 
United States Is being concentrated in 
the hands of a small number of fam- 
ilies, less than one-fiftieth of one por 
cent, of the whole population, :it a 
rate never before known. 


In 1910, 2 per cent, of the people of 
the United States owned 60 per cent, of 
the wealth. 
Today, it is certain this 2 
per cent, owns and controls at least TO 
per cent, of the nation's wealth and 
resources. 


But, you ask, won't the tax lawj 
passed by the last congress correct this 
by reducing many of these swollen in- 
comes for the benefit of the federal 
treasury ? 


The answer is .no, except in rare in- 
stances of men carrying- on develop- 
mental work, who were unable to shift 
the bulk of their taxes to the consum- 
ing public.' 


Most of these millionaires' incomes, 
even after they have paid their ^in- 
come taxes, will be greater In J917 
than they were in 191<.

TOO MUCH SUGAR 


GOING ABROAD 


Babst Says That in May He 
Warned Hoover of Pend- 
ing Sugar Famine. 


Washington, Dec. 18—Sugar men say 
the danger of a shortaife early last spring 
because of stories of a fictitious famine 
and later -when they begau to realize the 
large amounts being sent abroad, Earl A. 
Babst, president of the American Sugar 
Refining company today testified before 
the senate investigating committee. 


Babst said that in May he warned 
Food Administrator Hoover that famine 
stories circulated in February and March 
would have a serious eiTect and again in 
June predicted to Mr. Hoover a shortage 
this fall because so much stigar was be- 
ing sent abroad. 


Babst pointed out that his company 
advertised e.xtensively during the sum- 
mer that there was no prospect 
of 
a 
shortage if people would not hoard and 
added that his company took only two 
foreign orders after June 28. These, he 
said, were filled at the earnest plea of 
the British royal commission that some 
sugar 
WHS needed 
there.

423,000 tons.

bear in mind the absolute necessity of 
so treating them as to preserve their 
self-respect. 
Officers will keep in as 
close touch as possible with the men 
under their command; wilj strive to 
build up such félations of confidence 
and sympathy as .will insure the free 
approach of their men to them for 
counsel and assistance. 
This relation- 
ship may be gained and maintained 
without relaxation on the bonds of dis- 
cipline and with great benefit to the 
servicQ as a whole.* 


Most: Avoid Favoritism. 


"In this paragraph will be seen an 
endeavor to arriv^e at a true balance 
in the proper ï-elatlonship 
between 
officers and enlisted men; on the one 
hand, . to encourage an exchange of 
confidence and co-operation between 
the officer and the soldier; and on the 
other, to avoid personal intimacies be- ! 
tween an officer and any particular ! 
soldier or soldiers, which might have 
a tendency to lead to favoritism or the 
syspicion of favoritism in assignments 
for duties, or cause discontent on the 
part of those not selected for special 
intimacy by the officer in question." 


"In the emergency of battle, when 
every 
condition 
tends 
to 
distract 
men's attention and peril is on every 
side, safety for a command frequent- 
ly lies only in its organized and co- 
ordinated activity, and this can pro- 
ceed from one inspiration alone—the' 
instant, unquestioning compliance by 
all with the Voice of authority. 
The 
men must have acquired their rule 
of action—attention and obedience to 
command. 


Win Affection of Men. 


"The relationship between officers 
and men, therefore, must be so ar- 
ranged as to lead to this indispensa- 
ble result; but this is entirely con- 
sistent with respect, 
sympathy 
and 
mutual consideration, and the best 
ofiScers are those who have most com- 
pletely won the affection of their men. 


"The 
war 
department, therefore, 
has endeavored and is endeavoring by 
every means within its power to im- 
press upon officers the military value 
of this cordial relationship—to have 
them understand that as is the officer . 
so is the command ; that their spirit ; 
and their actions constitute the ex- 
ample upon which the spirited actions 
of the men are molded. 
While here 
and there instances undoubtedlj' occur 
of thoughtless and inconsiderate con- , 
duct on the part of officers and of 
unreasoning complaint on the part of 
men who have failed to understand 
the Just obligations of this disciplinary 
relationship, I, am still persuaded that 
in the great army we now have in 
the field and in training there is a 
growing realization that it is both pos- 
sible and useful to be faithful to mili- ; 
tary discipline and at the same time 
to the democratic ideals of our coun- ; 
try."

Secretary of War Informs 
Senate Rank is Merely 
For Discipline. 


Washington. Dec. 19.—In response 
to a Senate resolution asking whether 
there are War Department rules and 
regulations to prevent social 
inter- 
course between officers and men of the 
army when they are oft duty Secretary 
Baker today wrote 
Vice 
President 
Marshall that distinctions of rank in 
the army imply no social distinction 
and are solely in the interest of mili- 
tary discipline. 


Frequently In a country like this, 
the secretary said, the advantage of 
education and culture is in favor of 
the soldier. 
Nevertheless, he added, 
safety demands that the soldier and 
officer acquire by continuous and un- 
varying practice the habit of Instant 
obedience to his superior.

Mr. Baker's letter follows in part: 
"I submit for the information of the 
Senate of the United States the fol- ! 
lowing paragraph of army regulations '

it therefore calls 
upon the government if the sacrifices 
of the war have not been in vain to 
provide for the direct 
representation 
of the organized democracy in every 
conference which discusses the condi- 
tion of peace to reject war aims which 
srives the war the character of an im- 
perialist venture and to use its influ- 
ence and authority in every pos.sible 
way to remove the causes of war; to 
this end the conference declares that 
no obstacle should be placed in the 
way of responsible representatives cf 
labor, conferring together with a view 
to arriving at such an understandin.? 
upon the problems fo Europe, as will 
receive the co-operative support of all 
the democracies, without which there 
can be no lasting peace." 


Other resolutions to be 
submitted 
criticiBe the government's handling of 
food supplies and urge as a remedy 
that distribution be made on a family 
b a d s "of share and share alike." 


PerbápB the most revolutionary of all 
the resolutions is one by the Amalgamat- 
ed society of engineer?, which says in 
p a r t : 


"This conference, recognizing that the

of Europe and to give sufficient meat 
to the American soldiers in France and 
to the allied armies that meatless days 
be observed. 
Mercy and 
patriotism 
will go hand in hand among mllllori.s 
of people in America, 
Thi.s is becom- 
ing more and more apparent as time 
passes. 


"But to those who do not 
under- 
stand the full meaning of this move- 
ment it will not be out of place to 
state, that meatless days mean meat- 
leas days. 
In this movement restau- 
rants 
universally 
have adopted 
the 
movement. 
In some instances, 
how- 
ever, saloons do not observe the rule, 
where h a m sandwiches and other mor- 
.sels are .served. 
Cut out the 
ham 
sandv.iche.s; 
don't beg the 
question. 
If

thi.s, the customer .should 
remember 
and refu.se to eat any article of food 
containing meat. 
There is no hard- 
ship in observing this rule. The high- 
est medical authority states that five 
d a \ s in every week ai-e sufficient to 
eat meat; in fact this is more health- 
ful in a majority of cases. 


"Observe the rule of the food ad- 
ministration; make it easier for those

stained hands are dipping deep into 
the wealth of the realm. 


Taalat Bey is reputed the richest 
man in Turkey, and his millions are 
safely stored away in Europe against 
that Inevitable hour when he mii^t 
flee from Constantinople. 


Enver Bey, being more in the lime- 
light, is somewhat more circumspect. 
His ambitions are rather imperial than 
private. 


Djemal Pasha ranks Taalat second 
in wealth amassed through the myriad 
opportunities for graft that the polit- 
ical understanding with his associaics 
makes possible. 
Hence, instead of be- 
ing degraded for his defeat 
at 
the 
hands of the British in 1014, Djemal 
Pasha was made military governor of 
Palestine. One of America's diplomatic 
representatives in the Otter an empire 
Is authority for the statement 
that 
upon 
assuming 
this 
office, 
DjemnI 
Pasha entered into an agreement with 
Enver and Taalat that they were to 
have a free hand in 
Constantinople 
and Anatolia, in return for his un- 
bridled authoi'ity in Palestine. 


When Djemal assumed control oT 
Palestine, that country had a Jewish 
population of over 150,000, with fine 
vineyards, orange, almond, olive -ind 
other grove.s, waterworks, and irriga- 
tions plants valued at $20,000.000. 


The Zionists and their institutions 
became victims of Djemal's 
cruelty 
from the beginning of his regime. 
Ac- 
cusing them of treason to the Ottoman 
empire, he instituted raids in order ro 
unearth evidences of hi.s suspicions. 
The emblem of the Zionists—the six- 
cornered star of David—was to hi;n 
as sinister as the flags of Germany's 
opponents. 
He swooped down upon 
the Bezallel School of Arts and Crafts, 
established by the Zionists of Jerusa- 
lem, hoping to find the pupils engag<:-i 
In making badges with the hated in- 
signia. 
From this angle alone the Fit- 
uation became so dangerous for tiie 
Jews of Palestine that thoy were com- 
pelled, in order to escape execution, .o 
strip the six-cornered star from the 
ark-curtains in their synagogues. 


The war had cut Palestine off from 
all communication with the-world, asid 
its inhabitants wei-e threatened with 
starvation. 
The American Zioni.st or- 
ganization immediately undertook the 
financing and maintenance of its in- 
stitutions in the Holy Land, and at v.ty 
request, in behalf 
of the 
American 
Jewish 
relief 
committee. 
Preside Tt 
Wilson placed at the disposal of the 
committee 
the United States 
collier 
Vulcan, to carry food and clothing to 
the suffering population.

Djemal Pasha, who blandly announced 
his welcome of the naval vessel an-l 
approved appointment of Zionists on 
the committee to handle the relief. 


But his benevolence vanished when 
the last trail of smoke from the Vul- 
can disappeared beyond the Mediterra- 
nean horizon. 


Early in If) 15. Djemal issued a de- 
cree comniaiiding all Jews of Pales- 
tine, nationals of allied countries, to 
become 
Ottoman 
subjects, and the 
young men forthwith 
to enter 
the 
Turkish army. 
Failure to obey was to 
be punished by expulsion. 


Ten thousand .lews who had come 
to Palestine from Rus.'ia and Rumania 
refused to obey Djemal. 
Again the 
United States came to the rescue and 
the 
American 
cruiser 
Tennessee, 
ru.shec] to Jaffa from Egyptian water.-, 
served as a ferry for the refugees. 


They were carried to 
Alexandria, 
where the aged, the children and the 
sick were cared for in a camp providf;d 
by the British army and operated by 
Mi.ss Kaplan 
with

efficiency that when she died last Au- 
gust, the authorities provided her 
a military funeral.

"It liappened that there had come 
down to Egypt out of Palestine many 
hundreds of people 
who 
had 
'od 
thence to escape 
the 
wrath of the 
Turks. 
Many of them strongly 
de- 
sired to band themselves together in 
a fighting host and place their lives at 
the disposal of England," writes CJI- 
onel Patterson iiow he came to com- 
mand what was 
probably 
the 
most 
unique imit in the military annals of 
the world—"a unit unknown foi- jor.ie 
2,000 
year.^—.«ince the days of 
the 
Maccabees," and which had adopted 
the "Mögen David" as its emblem. 


The language of the unit was He- 
brew. and its English colonel was ha"l 
])ut to it for a while to translate his 
commands from the vernacular; 
but 
they drilled rapidly, the 
dominating 
thought in the minds of the "rookies" 
being that they must haste¿l to strike 
a blow for the freedom of Palestine 
and the .iewish people. 


The British command did not plan 
that the "Zion Mule Corps" should do 
any 
fighting. 


These "Jew kickers." as they caoie 
to be known, had their own opinion 
about the part they intended to 
hiy 
One of their "kicks" resulted in the; 
being armerl with riflcrs, and "l)et\vo:;i 
drinks," way 
up in 
the 
front-line 
trenches, to which they carried water 
through whirlwinils of shrapnel 
a i d 
•shell, they did thei rown little bit of 
.shooting. 


"Thoy went through the whole bu:ii- 
ncss," 
.said Colonel Patterson in 'an- 
other place, "from the landing to the 
final evacuation." 


As a matter 
of fact, they were the 
last to leave. 


"They displayed cool courage under 
conditions which v.-ould have up.set'ilie 
nerve of even Shatlracih. Meshach and 
Abednego in the fiery furnace. Heavy 
shell fire was their constant lot." 


In one battle the Inniskilling FUI,ll- 
iers came to grief, and Colonel Patter- 
son tells how the mule corps came lo 
-ihe rescue of tTie Scotch regiment. 


They were unloading a convoy, but 
seeing how weak the Inniskillings we.-e, 
"these Zionists, having the lust of bat- 
tle strong in them, left their mules to 
take care of themselve.s, and.under the 
direction 
of 
Corporal 
Hlidftrshein. 
leaped into the trenches and material- 
ly assisted in repelling the Turk.s." 


It is easy to understand, from these 
experiences wi/;h the lineal descend- 
antts of Judas Maccabeus, why Colonel 
Patterson recently prevailed upon thj 
British war office to .permit him to rc- 
cruit a Jewish regiment to fight in Pal- 
estine, where only a few days ago two

Jnst Returned'Safe and Sound From 


the Trenches. 


Columbia City, Ind., Dec. 14.—At- 


torney Joseph R. Harrison, of this 
city, Wednesday received a letter from 
his son, Lieutenant Ray P. Harrison, 
with the Pershing forces in France, 
The young man says, "Just a few lines 
to let you know that I have just re- 
turned safe and sound from one of 
the greatest training military experi- 
ence that a man can have.

CANADA SUPPORTS THE WAR. 


Canada supports the war. By a majority 


hardly looked for yet in no sense surprising 
the people of the dominion have rallied to the 
administration of Premier Borden, pronounced 
in favor of conscription and made good the 
overwhelming sacrifices already borne in the 
great conflict. 


The situation in Canada has been peculiar. 


It is racial as well as political. Hostility to 
the war and resistance to measures of con- 
scription have resided almost wholly among 
the French-Canadian element that predomi- 
nates in the province of Quebec. From the 
beginning the French-Canadians have had no 
share in the war spirit. They have stood not 
merely aloof, but uninterested. 
Embracing 


perhaps 25 per cent of the population of the 
dominion they have contributed probably not 
more than 3 per cent of the four hundred 
thousand soldiers Canada has sent to the bat- 
tle fronts in the old world. 


This has not been viewed with patience or 


quiet feeling by the larg 
bulk of the Ca- 


nadian population. While enlistments by vol- 
unteers have made a brave and patriotic show- 
ing for all the balance of Canada, the few 
French-Canadians in the territorial army has 
been felt to be not only unfair but a reproach. 
To meet the French-Canadian settled purpose 
to avoid and even to refuse service, conscrip- 
tion has been proposed. Upon that issue Pre- 
mier Robert Borden staked his political for- 
tunes. Naturally, the opposition rallied to Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, the former premier, undis- 
puted leader of the liberals and one of 'the 
ablest politicians and most effective speakers 
Canada has produced. 


result of Monday's ^elections is of a 


character so decisive that there is no way to 
get around or go behind it. "With a majority 
that it is believed the complete returns will 
bring up to at least forty, -Premier Borden 
can have matters much his own way in the 
government. A close division might have had 
many potentalities for trouble and might also 
have incited .ugly conditions not political. 


Of course the government will govern and 


Quebec as well as the other provinces of the

It is confidently asserted by the dry 
leaders everywhere that-the necessary three- 


.. fourths and more will ratify the amendment.

Can there be the slightest 
doubt that they would have ranged 
themselves unhesitatingly on the side 
of democracy and fought till Hohen- 
zollern and Hapsburg despotism lay 
humbled in the dust? To doubt this is 
besmirching the memory of these men. 


Most bf the German exiles who flock- 


to the/United States after the revo- 
lutioakry period of 1848 and 1849 
were, like Slgel 
and 
Schurz, very 


yaung men. They soon became the 
Uiost fanatically devoted citizens of a 
'commonwealth in whose image they 
had tried to shape their old fatherland, 
and Germany and German problems 
receded 
farther and farther 
from 


their view. In America 
they 
had 


.found the realization of their dreams. 
To realize in what spirit they would 
have considered. tHe modern "Ger- 
man Question," one must study the 
writings .of their more^mature com- 
panlons-in-arms who stayed in or near 
Germany and never ceased 
to take 


the most lively Interest in the de- 
velopment of the country. 


One of these was Johann .Philip 


Becker, who fought under General 
Fianz Sigel as the commander of the 
Baden militia in the uprising of 1849, 
and whom Sigel describes in his remin- 
iscences.^ an able and trusty com- 
panion-in-arms. 
Becker was one of 


the boldest spirits of his time. 
He 


took no narrow national view of the 
struggle for liberty. 
He fought in 


the Swiss war of secession on the side 
of the,victorious democratic cantons, 
and was awarded for the services he 
rendered Switzerland by being made a 
citizen of the little republic. He* was 
just on the point of embarking 
for 


Italy to fight for Italian 
freedom 


when the news of thk Insurrection In 
Baden and the Palatinate, his home, 
recalled him to Germany, where a 
year before he had fought under Hec- 
ker in the revolution. In the affair 
of 1849 he covered tfie^.retreat o£ the 
revolutionary forces beaten 
by the 


Prussians at Waghaeusel, was himself 
defeated at Durlach and 
forced to 


cross the Swiss border. 


Like nearly all men.of 
action In 


Germany at that period Becker was a 
republican. He believed that only a 
German republic could bring happi- 
ness to the German people and peace 
to the world. At the 
time 
when 


Schuiz, Sigel and "their comrades were 
fighting in the civil war Becker was 
noting with growing concern the la- 
mentable change that was going on 
in Germany, the growth of the 
im- 


perialistic spirit 
At that time (1862) 


he wrote a book^ entitled "How and 
When?" which contains many a pro- 
phetic passage. Becker hated the spi- 
rit of airogance and the lust of dom- 
ination which were growing up with 
the idea of forming a new German em- 
pire in order to achieve 
unity. He 


did not believe that it was possible to 
establish an empire. "But even if the 
empire 
were 
a 
possibility," 
he 


writes, "it would not be woith a drop 
of the blood that would have to be 
shed, for even if it did givelis unity 
we should have to conquer our liberty 
by its overthrow, by a second strug- 
gle full of sacrifice. 
But meantime 


the empire would have become a per- 
manent danger to the In dependence of 
all nations and to all civilization."

And now, with all reverence, we 


turn, on the other hand, to the first 
gracious words which proceeded from 
the mouth of the Founder of Chris- 
tianity as given by St. Luke: "The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon Me, because 
He hath anointed Me to preach good 
tidings to the poor; He hath sent Me 
to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives and recov- 
ering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, to pro- 
claim the acceptable year of the 


Now in contrasting these first utter- 


ances of two Eastern teachers, one of 
whom we Christians believe to be Di- 
vine, I ask what is there of hope for 
poor suffering humanity in the first 
utterance of the Buddha? I ask, is it 
not more like a death-knell than a 
voice proclaiming good tidings 
of 


great joy to suffering sinners? 
But 


I hear some say, "What could Buddha 
speak of the Spirit of the Lord, for 
he denied the Spirit, he denied all 
spirit, human and Divine, he denied 
any supreme being higher than a per- 
fect man, but suiely you will admit 
that the Buddha preache.d the Gospel 


the poor?" 
Bear with me whilst I point out a 


few other contrasts which show how 
vast is the gulf separating the gospel 
of the Buddha from the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ. I feel that I am compelled 
to speak out plainly on this subject 
—even as I spoke out at Oxford in 
contrasting the Vedas of the Brahmin 
with our holy Bible. For the kind of 
doctrine which is called Neo-Budd- 
hism is spreading, I am sory to say. 
in many places, both in Europe and 
America, and also in India, where we 
had hoped that Buddhism had been 
long ago extinct. And this new doc- 
trine magnifies Buddhism as if, for- 
sooth, it was a very rational sort of 
creed for an intelligent man to hold 
in the twentieth century. 


Monstrous as it may seem, this gos- 


pel of our savior, the gospel of peace, 
is in some quarters giving place to 
the gospel of Buddha. The gospel«of 
peace appears to be going a little out 
. of fashion in some places, and the 
i Buddhist gospel of misery is, I fear, ^ 


in some places, certainly in India, | 
where we hoped it was extinct, com-1 
ing into vogue. 
f 


In the gospel of the Buddha we are 


told that "the whole world lieth In 
suffering." In the gospel of Christ that 
"the whole world lieth in wickedness." 
"Glory in your sufferings, rejoice in 
hem," says the 
gospel of Christ; 


•make them steps towards heaven:" 
'Away with all suffering, stamp it 
out, for it is the plague of humanity," 
says the gospel of Buddha. "We are 
God's workmanship," says the Chris- 
tian gospel, "and God works in us, 
and by us, and through us." "We are 
our own workmanship," says the gos- 
pel of Buddha, "and no one works in 
is but ourselves." 


Lastly, the Christian gospel teaches 


us to prize the gift of personal life as 
the most sacred, the most precious of 
all God's gifts. "Life is real, life is 
earnest," it seems to say, in the words 
of the great American poet,,and bids 
us thirst, not for death nor for ex- 
tinction, but for 
the 
living God; 


whereas the Buddhist gospel stigma- 
tises all thirst for life as an ignorant 
blunder, and sets forth as the highest 
of ajl aims utter extinction or personal 
existence. 


I have said enough, I think, to put 


you on your guard when you hear peo- 
ple speak too highly of the sacred 
books of the east, other than our own 
Bible. No, my friends, let us not shut 
our eyes to what is good and true and 
of good report in these sacred books; 
but let us teach the Hindoo, Buddhist, 
Mohammedan, that there is only one 
sacred book in the east that can be 
their mainstay, their support in that 
awful hour when they must pass all 
alone into the unseen world. There 
is only one gospel that can give peace 
to the fainting soul at that hour, there 
is only one book to be clasped to the 
heart; it is the book that the Bible so- 
ciety Is engaged in sending to the ut- 
termost ends of the earth, it is the 
sacred book that contains that faith- 
ful saying, worthy of all men, not 
merely as Christians, but of all men— 
men, 
women and 
children—worthy 


above all things to be received, "that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners."

to falsefy or fraudulently hold him-

Franz Sigel Speaks for the 


Friends of German 


Democracy. 


New York, Dec. 19.—An appeal to 


American citizens of German birth and 
descent to Join its campaign for help- | 
ing the United States win the war has 
been made public by the executive 
committee of the Friends of German 
democracy. Franz Siejtel. son of Gen- 
eral Franz Siegel of civil war fame, is 
president of the organization. "This 
war Is not a war on the part of Amer- 
ica against the German nation." the 
appeal stated. 
"It is rather a war 


against a peculiar system or society 
and government. This system of soci- 
ety and of government unhappily dom- 
inates the German people to their own 
and the world's undoing." 


The committee declared that "a ma- 


jority of the German people, if proper- 
ly informed about their own govern- 
ment and its misdeeds, will not wait ^ 
until the German nation is completely 
crushed by force of arms, but will 
sooner or later rise against the kaiser 
and the junkers and establish a demo- 
cratic government in Germany." 


"President Wilson has very clearly 


pointed out," the statement added, 
"that the war must go on until the 
triumph of democracy is complete. 
This matter is no longer debatable. All 
American citizens of German birth or 
descent must now realize that they are,

cause of early death." .

The number of millionaires In the 


United States has more than doubled 
since the beginning of tho European 
war, according to official figures just 
mndo public by the commissioner of 
' Internal revenue. 


In 1914 there were just 7,509 por-- 


sons In the United States with Incomes 
of $50,000, but in 1316 there were 17,- 


j 085, or, In round figures, two and a 
third times as many. 


That it Is highly conservative to rink 


people with $50,000 Incomes as mil- 
lionaires Is universally admitted. 


Let's look at the matter In another 


way. 
At ths beginning of tho war 


there was just one millionaire for ev- 
ery 13,000 ordinary American "folk:" 
now there is a millionaire fo revery 6,- 
900 of the common people. 


If these millionaires were evenly 


distributed throughout 
the 
country, 


here .would be one in every town of 
1,000 people: but they aren't. Instaad. 
statistics show that about a third of 
them are in New York city and at least

Mrs. Ormsby, In whoso memory the 


figure was presented to the Herron In- 
stitute, came to Indianapolis from Fort 
Wayne several years prior to her death 
in August, 1816.

Manufacturers of Non-Es- 


sentials May Have to 


Give Way. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Dec. 19.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Factories engaged in the man- 
ufacture of non-essentials have besun 
to feel the pinch of the coal shortage, 
and with the Indiana coal mines and 
the railroads giving preference to rail- 
road and domestic fuel, it will not be 
surprising if some factories are forced 
to close within the week. 
* A week of zero weather had so de- 
' moralized transportation that on :ast 
Saturday Evans Woolen, the federal 
| fuel administrator for Indiana, wired 
all mine owners in the state as fol- 
lows: 


"During next week and until pres- 


ent grave crisis is met, please do not 
hesitate in giving rigorous preference 
to needs of utilities and domestic con- 
sumers." 


Not only has the transportation s:t- 


uation been very bad for more than a 
week, but for three days of last wenk 
all the larger coal mines in Indiana 
were closed down and at no time dur- 
ing the week were ail of them running 
at normal capacity. -As a result, the 
Indiana situation is decidedly graver 
than it has been at any time this year, 
and it will take .vigorous action on the 
part of the fuel administration, the 
mines and the railroads if public util- 
ities are kept going and Indiana homos 
are kept warm. 


There are two. demands 
for coal, 


other than those of the utilities and 
homes, which 
must be cared 
for 


promptly. These are the demands <if 
the rilroads, which must have fuel else 
the movement of freight stops, and the 
demands of the government for fuel 
to protect government work incident 
to the military program. 
After thsse 


public utilities and households are be- 
ing cared for. Manifestly all the r;oal 
available for manufacturers is what is 
left over after the above demands are 
met, and right now there is practically 
no coal available for factories in In- 
diana. 


The situation is improving rapidly 


and; unless another season of severe 
weather comes along, a week or ten 
days should see a marked1- improve- 
ment in the state situation.

The "lightless night" has arrived. 


The federal'fuel administrator for In- 
diana is sending to each county fuel 
administrator a copy of the order re- 
cently issued by the Washington of- 
fice, which provides for two "lighi- 
less nights" each week, Sunday anrl 
Thursday. 


On these two nights electric signs 


ornamental street lights, in fact. Ml 
electric lights except those essential to 
safety, must be turned off. The order 
is now in effect and its enforcement is 
m the hands of the county fuel -id- 
minlntrators.

The order has for its' aim the con- 


servation of coal and the federal tuel 
administrator has the power to refuse 
coal to any concern which uses it io 
generate electricity' for signs and or- 
namental lighting if they fail to com- 
ply with the order. 


Display lights in stores'and thoMeis 


come under the order and, excepting 
those lights necessary for the protec- 
tion of property and tho public must 
be turned off on Sunday and Thursday 
nights.

Soon after I got to the fighting front 
we were driven back from a small_ 
town which we had held arid several 
of our men were captured. Later we 
recaptured the toxvn and found one 
of our soldiers, a sergeant, nailed up 
to a. post. dead. He had been cruci- 
fied. The news spread like wildfire 
through the Canadian lines, and for 
months not a single German prisoner 
was taken by the Canadians. They 
could not forget the fate of their com- 
rade, and retaliated by killing all Ger- 
man soldiers." 


Davey arrived in America only a 


few days ago. He came home by .way 
of Halifax, where he stopped for three 
days just before the terrible explo- 
sion occurred there.

My Dear Mrs. Kayser:—

• It becomes my painful 'duty to ex- 
press to you my profound sympathy 
and sincere condolence in the great 
sorrow that has come to you in the 
death of your dear son. While his 
battery commander will, no doubt, 
communicate to you the details as to 
his illness and death, I feel- that 1 
must assure you that his life was giv- 
en for his country just us nobly and 
patriotically as though it had been 
lost on the field of battle. 


His career as a. soldier was marked 


by loyalty, a conscientious perform- 
ance of duty anil manly attitude 
toward whatever conditions he was 
called upon to face. 
Ills character 


and deportment were such, at 
all 


times, as to win him the approval of 
his officers and the friendship and 
love of his comrades. 


Your son had nn attack of measles 


and a ; complication of 
pneumonia, 


which proved too great a burden on his 
heart. The end came peacefully and 
apparently without great suffering. 


During my visit to the hospital on 


the day before ills death, the sur- 
geon expressed to me the privity of 
his condition, but It was our hope that 
his fine physique-would-enable him 
to withstand the disease. beyond the 
crisis. Such, however, could not be i 
the case; and bis name is added to 
the list of those of our heroes whose 
Hves.were given to the service of their 
country. 
His funeral was attended 


with full military honors, and his body 
rests in the beautiful plot of ground 
on this military reservation which has 
been set aside by the French people 
as sacred to the repose of American 
soldiers who died on French soil. Tho 
commanding general, in this part of 
France, has begged me to convey to 
you his profound sympathy and the 
sympathy of tho French army, and 
ho further asks me to assure you that 
the care of your son'* grave will he 
peculiar privilege of the French peo- 
ple for all time to came. 


With the hope that yon may find 


some consolation in the nobility of 
service that marked the brief mili- 
tary career of your dear son, I beg
